VV Heres groſs miſtakes have been commaurted in ſome 
Printed Papers, pretending to give arclation thereof, 
and having attriburcd thoſe Eminent ſervices to the Goyer. 
nour of the City of Chefter, and the Mila of that County , 
when it was done particularly by Mr. Mayors Warrants, 
without any Aid or Aſſiſtance of the Governour, or the 
Militia. This 1s therefore thought fit to be Publiſhed, in 
confutation of the Errors 1n the firſt account: And alſo thar 
the World may underſtand how Inſtrumental the Mayor of 
Cheſter has been to put in Execution thoſe Laws, which are 
our chicfeſt Bulwarks and defence againit the Papiſts our 
common Enenues. And how Infiniecly all We Proteſtants 
are obliged unto him for his Reſolution, Courage, and In. 
defatigable Induſtry, in the preſeryation of our Antient 
Religion, Laws andPriviledges. All which docs cvidently ap. 
pear by this following Letter, ſent to a Noble Pecr of thus 
Realm by the Mayor of the ſaid City of Cheſter. 


Mr. Mayors Letter. 


To the Right Honourable the Earl of Derby,at ChefterCafllc. 
My Lord, 
Have ſent your Lordſhip the Incloſed Letters that came to my 
8 Hands, by two ſeveral Expreſſes, for your Lordjhips peruſal; 
what I have done in Diſarming my Lord Molincux's Regiments, 
and two Troops of Dragoons, and in ſecuring the moſt dangerous 
of them, I did in purſuance of His Highneſs the P. of Orange's 
Third Declaration, for diſarming and ſecuring of Papiſts ; and 
for the Preſervation of our Religion, Liberties and Properties : Al. 
though it was againſt the Opinion of the late Governour , who 
required me at 1-2 at Night to Recal my Warrants : At which 
time I had a Party within the Caſtle to ſecure the upper Wards. 
He then Threatned to lay the City in Aſhes and did double his 
Guards. Nevertheleſs T did proceed as aforeſaid: After his High- 
neſſes Declaration was Proclaim'd, T ſent two ſeveral Meſſengers 
ro the Governour, to Fire the Guns, which he refuſed to do, ſaying 
he would not rejoyce. Thope your Lordjhip will take care to ſecure 
him, and the Popijh Priſoners, that he ſent for there, before Day, 
that Morning with their Arms ; who have been ſuffered ( as [ 
am Inform d ) to wear their Swords, till of late. I doubt 1:10t of your 
Lordſhips Concurrence and approbation of what 1 have done, de- 
{ring a Line in Anſwer from your Lordſhip ; who am, and ever
